Real Concern of Arms Em- 
bargo Repeal Advocates | 
Is House, Where Byrnes 
Says Neither Side Has’ 
Clear Majority. |

WASHINGTON, Oct. 16.—Acting 
for the administration, Senator 
Key Pittman, chairman of the Sen- 
ste Foreign Relations Committee 
of the Senate, offered today an 
amendment which would strike 
out of the administration neutral- 
itv bill the 90-day credit provision. 

If the Pittman amendment is 
adopted, belligerents would have to| 
pay strictly cash for all purchases 
made in this country. 

In introducing his amendment, 
Pittman put in a statement point- 
ing to the differences that had 
arisen in the Senate over credit 
provisions. He said he was acting 
to “avoid confusion.” 

Pittman’s action came as a sur- 
prise since he has repeatedly ar- 
gued that the 90-day credit provi- 
sion was in reality cash, being no 
more than the time ordinarily al- 
lowed in international business 
transactions to clear checks and 
otherwise complete transactions. 

The reason behind his action is 
believed to have been the appre- 
hension of Senators already pledged 
to repeal of the arms embargo that 
this 90-day credit feature might be 
an opening wedge to further and 
aore extensive credits. These Sen- 
‘ators have been threatening to vote 
against repeal unless the adminis- 
tration bill was amended. 


Expected to Speed Up Action. 
Pittman’s move will also serve, it 
is believed within the administra- 
tion, to speed up consideration of 
the neutrality bill. Credit amend- 
ments from various sources had 
been expected to take several days | 
or a week of debate before final | 
passage of the measure. Now at one 
stroke Pittman has obviated all ob- | 
jections on this score, since there. 
will be no reference in the meas- 
ure to credit of any sort. |

Eight dogs died yesterday from 
eating poisoned dog food~ which

“I tied his hands and feet with 
neckties and held his head under 
the water in the tub until he 
stopped squirming. I left him there 
and came out for a walk.” 
Rougeau’s wife is in a Rockland 
County mental hospital. Rougeau 
told authorities he had been influ- 
enced in his deed by reading ac- 
counts last week of the chloroform- 
ing of crippled Raymond Repouille, 
13, by his father, Louis Repouille.

Paris Thinks Big Offensive 


Is Imminent—1,000,000 
Men Massed on Reich 
Border — Maginot Rail- 
road Guns Open Up. 


PARIS, Oct. 16 (AP).—German 
troops. were reported to have 
launched an attack in force today 
against the northern flank of. the 
French Western front, driving the 
French out of German territory 
back into France before the Nazis 
were repulsed by a French counter- 


attack, 

A French official communique 
said the Germans were attacking up 
the Moselle River Valley just east 
of the Luxembourg frontier along 
a four-mile sector. 

Penetrated Frontier Post. 

The French said they finaily halt- 
ed the Germans north of the 
French frontier post of Apach, into 
which the Germans penetrated 
during the first shock, which rolled 
the French back. 

The communique indicated the 
French had _ been thrown back 
about a mile and one-quarter to 
their own frontier before they be- 
gan counter attacking. 

The French admitted the Ger- 
mang occupied strategic heights at 
Schneeberg, whose Western slopes 
fall away into France. 

Text of Communique. 

The communique follows: 

“This morning on a front of about 
four miles the Germans launched 
an attack supported by artillery 
fire, immediately to the east of the 
Moselle. ; d 

“They occupied the heights of 
Schneeberg, on which we had a 
light line of observation posts, sup- 
ported by land mines. 

“Caught under our fire, the 
enemy attack came to a halt and 
even had to withdraw to the north 
of Apach in which village they had 
momentarily penetrated. 

“During the second week of Oc- 
tober the French navy held up 25,- 
000 tons og goods destined for Ger- 
many.”

A medical examination of the 
body was ordered to determine, if 
possible, whether the boy had suf- 
fered from any incurable mental or 
physical malady.

An indication of the seriousness 
with which the French have taken 
the idea of a German offensive was 
a report that heavy-caliber railroad 
guns went into action for the first 
time, along with guns of between 
75 and 155 millimeters, 

German guns failed to reply to 
the rain of French ghells which 
started last midnight, giving added 
pasis to the belief that a wide-scale 
offensive was in preparation. 

Military observers pointed out 
that it is normal for an army pre- 
paring for strong attack to silence 
its guns for from 24 to 48 hours 
before the assaylt in order to keep 
the guns’ positions secret and pre- 
vent the other side from destroying 
them with counter fire. 

Four Main Concentrations. 

The Germans were reported by 
French military observers to have 
massed between 70 and 80 divisions 
(about 1,000,000 men) on the ,West- 
ern front in four sectors. 

Following» the French-German 
frontier south from Luxembourg 
to Switzerland, the first main con- 
centration point was reported to be 
near the neutral Grand Duchy of 
Luxembourg in the Moselle valley.

Russia’s negotiations to strengthen 
its hand in Eastern Europe struck 
a slower pace teday, with foreign 
circles anticipating merely compro- 
mise agreements with Finland and 
Turkey and speculating on possible 
future Russian moves in the Bal- 
kans. :

Unofficial reports said Finland, 
refusing to be drawn into the Rus- 
sian orbit with Estonia, Latvia and 
Lithuania, would concede certain 
Baltic islands for Russian naval 
bases, but would balk at a military 
alliance or concessions on the stra- 
tegic Aaland Islands, 

While a Hungarian . diplomatic 
delegation came to Moscow for an 
undisclased purpose, a Turkish mis- 
sion was believed. preparing to de- 
part shortly, possibly after signing 
some cautious agreement respecting 
Russian safeguards on the passage 
of warships through the Dardanelles 
into the Black Sea, 

Turkey’s Foreign Minister, Sukru 
Saracoglu, returned to the Kremlin 
at 4 p. m. (7 a. m., St. Louis time), 
for a conference with Joseph Sta- 
lin and Premier-Foreign Commis- 
sar Vyacheslay Molotov. He re- 
mained in the Kremlin two hours. 

Rumors long have circulated here 
that Russia intends to try to domi- 
nate the Balkans, and, now that 
Germany is engaged in war in the 
West, may demand the return of 
Bessarabia from Rumania, which 
obtained that oil-rich territory from 
Russia in the post-World War divi- 
sion. 

Russia, meanwhile, was consoli- 
dating its new frontiers in Poland, 
which would place it in a much 
stronger position to play an impor- 
tant role in the Balkans. 

The Hungarian diplomatic visit, 
reported by Tass, official Russian 
news agency, was given point by 
the fact that the Polish partition 
gives Russia a frontier with Hun- 
gary. f 

The Russian press has been

‘BOAT ATTACK 
ON THE REPULSE 


32,000-Ton English Vessel 
Struck by Same Subma- 
rine as Sank Royal Oak, 
They Say. _. 


BERLIN, Oct. 16 (AP).—The su- 
preme high command said today 
that the “same U-boat which sank 
the British battleship Royal Oak, 
attacked and torpedoed the battle- 
ship Repulse,” amending a pre- 
vious announcement that the Re- 


pulse had been put out of commis- 
sion, 

The later communique left open 
the effect of the torpedo and no 
further details were disclosed. 

The original communique said the 
torpedo had “severely damaged the 
Repulse and put/it out of commis- 
sion.” 

The submarine was said to have 
reached the safety of German wa- 
ters, and a report from her com- 
mander was expected soon. 

While awaiting the commander's 
detailed report, authorized sources 
said they believed the submarine 
must have torpedoed the Repulse 
about the same time or certainly in 
connection with the same action 
which sank the Royal Oak. 

The report on the Repulse, com- 
ing on the heels of the sinking of 
the Royal Oak, brought a new wave 
of enthusiasm over Berlin, parti- 
cularly ‘in official quarters. 

Comment on Street. 

Strangers were accosting each 
other on the streets with the re- 
mark, “Have you heard?” this was 
usually followed with, “That'll sure- 
ly get on. the ~-Britishers’ nerves.

Downed, Berlin Says. 


LONDON, Oct. 16 (AP).— 
Nazi bombers scored a hit on a 
British warship today in their 
raid over Scotland, an official 
announcement said tonight. 


A joint Air Ministry and Ad- 
miralty communique said that 
bombs dropped by the German 
planes in a series of raids had 
damaged the cruiser Southamp- 
ton in the Firth of Forth. 


LONDON, Oct. 16 (AP). 
German airplanes ‘‘attempted 
to attack coastal objectives in 
Seotland this afternoon,’’ the 
British Air Ministry reported, 
and the Royal Air Force ‘‘in- 
flicted casualties’’ on them. 

Three German bombers were 
Neported shot down in the Edin- 
burgh area, one in the Firth of 
Forth and two on land. 

The Nazi air raid quickly fol- 
lowed British reports of a sue- 
eessful reconnaissance over 


last night. 

Observers noted the indus- 
trial area surrounding the Firth 
of Forth lies only about 500 
miles across the North Sea from 
German bases. 


A report from Edinburgh 
said British anti-aircraft guns 
went into action there just 


after 2 p. m. ( 7a. m. St. Louis 


time) today. 
Bombs Reported Dropped. 

No word of any damage was re- 
ceived in London although several 
bombs dropped in the vicinity of 
the Forth Bridge. 

A bulletin issued by the Ministry 
of Home Security said “reports re- 
ceived to date indicate there were 
no civilian casualties and no dam 
age to property as a result of the 
enemy action.” 

It was the first aerial raid of the 
European war to reach British 
soil. , 

Reports said the main attack ap- 
peared to be concentrated on 
Rosyth and the famous Firth of 
Forth bridge. Rosyth is a leading 
British naval base, while the Firth 
of Forth is often a gathering point 
for the British fleet, 

The number of attacking planes 
was undisclosed. <A resident of 
Dunfermline, north of Rosyth, said 
he saw about eight German planes.

Fog and rain curtailed military 
activity along the entire front dur- 
ing the week end, although a 
French communique last night said 
ambushes laid to snare German 
patrols had “obtained sought-after 
results,” apparently meaning the 
capture of prisoners. 

Dispatches from the _ frontier 
Province of Lorraine said contin- 
ued rain had caused the Meuse, 
Mouzin and Saonelle rivers to over- 
flow, inundating the countryside 
and hampering communications. 

Military advices reported the 
French outrut of war planes would 
be increased fivefold by next year 
through steps taken by Air Min- 
ister Guy La Chambre. By that 
time, they said, the industry would 
employ 300,000 men, and the train-

“T was standing here, pillow lays 
this way. Just run my hand under 
the pillow and shot him and he 
says, ‘Oh, you have me.’ Didn't 
shoot but one time, standing by the 
bed.” 

That is the matter-of-fact speech 
in which Frankie Baker, who con- 
tends she is the original woman in 
the bar room ballad, “Frankie and 
Johnny,” described the wunheroic 
way in which she shot and killed 
her lover, Allen Britt, early one 
October morning in 1899. 

Her description was given at the 
Coroner’s inquest, at which she was 
cleared on her plea of self-defense. 

The testimony will be used by her 
lawyers as they press her suit for 
$200,000 damages against the Mis- 
souri distributers of a movie with 
the same title as the song. Frankie, 
now 63 years old and the owner

Details of Testimony: 

The inquest was held on Oct. 20, 
five days after the killing, which 
took place in the front room of 
Frankie’s rooming house at 212 Tar- 
gee street, which at that time was 
in a Negro night-life district.

IN BAPTISTE WILL SUIT 


Case Involving Ex-Wrestler’s 


$180,000 Estate Expected 
to Go to Jury Today. 


Suit contesting the will of George 
Baptiste, head of an awning com- 


pany and former professional wrest- 


ler, is expected to go to a jury in 
Circuit Judge Charles B. Williams’ 
court this afternoon after final ar- 
guments by counsel for both sides 
and instructions by the Judge. The 
will disposed of an estate valued 
at $180,000. 

Evidence was.completed with ad- 
ditional testimony by Frank J. 
Quinn, Baptiste’s old friend and 
lawyer, designed to show that the 
former wrestler was sound mental- 
ly and physically. 

Quinn, questioned by Frank Coff- 
man, attorney for the estate, told of 
seeing Baptiste hard at work with 
a hammer and saw, shortly before 
his death last Dec. 1, building a ga- 
rage on his farm at Gerald, Mo. 
The will is being contested by two 
half-brothers and a nephew on the 
ground that Baptiste, suffering 
from a _ serious illness, was inca- 
pable legally of drawing the docu- 
ment. It bequeathed nothing to the 
contestants, leaving bulk of the es- 
tate to Baptiste’siwidow and, a 
niece. 

Expressing the opinion that Bap- 
tiste was of sound mind, Quinn told 
of an incident on the day before 
his death when Baptiste turned 
over to him a check for $996 to 
pay property taxes, but questioned 
the amount stated by the real es- 
tate agent as more than $100 too 
high. Subsequently, Quinn testified, 


it was determined that Baptiste 


was right as to the amount and a 
refund of $113 was made. The will 
made a $10,000 bequest to Quinn. 

The witness told also of Bap- 
tiste’s marriage, five days before 
his death, to Mrs. Lillian Sling- 
wein, with whom the former 
wrestler had lived more than 10 
years.

NEW YORK, Oct. 16 (AP).—New 
York City dedicated its $40,000,000 
North Beach Airport, one of the 
world’s largest, yesterday. It will 
be open to airline traffic when the 
Civil Aeronautics Authority gives 


the word. 

North Beach was the biggest task 
ever undertaken by the Works 
Progress Administration. The Gov- 
ernment contributed $22,000,000, 

Though Berlin’s Templehof Air- 
drome is larger, North Beach is 
more accessible. Mid-Manhattan 
airline terminals are 25 minutes 
away by car, and that will be short- 
ened to less than 20 minutes with 
the completion of the new vehicu- 
lar tunnel under the East River. 

A football game could be played 
in any of the seven hangars, with 
room for thousands of spctators, 

North Beach is both a landplane 
and a seaplane base. Pan-Ameri- 
can Airways has leased space in 
the seaplane terminal. 

Four paved runways, one 6000 
feet long, will handle between 500 
and 600 transports a day, or, with 
current equipment, more than 10,- 
000 passengers.

‘Sudden Death’ Overtime Law 
Is Adopted by Hockey Circuit 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Oct. 16 (AP).—American Hockey Association 
directors last night adopted the “sudden death” overtime sule instead 
of the National League system it had voted at the end of last season. 


George Lackey, Tulsa, acting

SUBMARINE TERROR AND THE NEUTRALITY ACT. 

The gallant gestures with which Germany has been 
conducting its submarine war on merchant ships 
came to an abrupt halt over the week end, to be dis- 
placed by the methods of terrorism. Three passen- 
ger vessels—one British and two French—were sunk, 
and the survivors’ accounts were identical in out- 
line: a torpedo attack comes without warning, the 
U-boat rises to the surface and immediately shells 
the wireless rooms and the decks, passengers flounder 
in the water or drift in boats until rescue comes. 
Under these circumstances, the reported loss of only 
15 lives in the three sinkings is extremely low. 

This is a return to the methods used by the Kaiser’s 
submarines in such World War tragedies as the sink- 
ing of the Lusitania, Arabic and Sussex. Even s0, 
unrestricted submarine warfare did not become a 
fixed policy of the imperial German Government until 
relatively late in the war—in February, 1917. Nazi 
Germany in 1936 formally agreed to observe inter- 
national law in submarine warfare, specifically, not 
to “sink or render incapable of navigation a mer- 
chant vessel without having first placed passengers, 
crews and ship’s papers in a place of safety.” Six 
weeks after the new war opened, this pledge has 
become a worthless scrap of paper. 

The new campaign seems to indicate the first 
steps toward execution of the Nazi threat, in the 
event the Allies refused to accept Hitler’s peace 
terms, that “the most gruesome blood bath in history” 
would ensue. After a pause of several weeks in sub- 
marine attacks, warfare on civilians at sea is re- 
sumed. To date, 36 British vessels have been sunk, 
six French and 22 neutral. 

It is a development which the United States can- 
not afford to view with unconcern. If every cargo 
and passenger ship is to be a target for the subma- 
rine’s ruthless attack, American vessels may be 
counted any day among the victims, for as the law 
now stands, they are free to enter war areas. The 
three sinkings: recorded in the news today are an 
emphatic warning for Congress to hasten action and 
remove Americans from the danger zone by prompt 
passage of the neutrality revision bill. 
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DEADLY INCONSISTENCY. 

As the arms embargo debate swings into another 
week, the country is still waiting for the Borah- 
Vandenberg group to explain the deadly inconsistency 
of its position. 

It opposes the sale of arms to the belligerents; it 
does not oppose the sale of wheat, oil, lead, copper, 
cotton and numerous other commodities that are as 
necessary in war as machine guns and airplanes. 

The Borahs and Vandenbergs are not opposed to 
the exportation of supplies necessary to feed, clothe 
and house armies; they are not even opposed to the 
export of raw materials that can be made into im- 
plements of war. 

Only one of the group—Senator Nye of North Da- 
kota—has proposed a total embargo to the belliger- 
ents, including, as he said, even an embargo on North 
Dakota wheat, but his proposal! fell on deaf ears.

devices, the world being confident that it 
could never rise again to menace it. This 
is a distinct possibility. It is, you see, an 
attempt to go the Versailles Treaty one bet- 
ter—or one worse. 

Such a settlement might very possibly 
give you a longer period of peace than we 
have had between wars this time. But re- 
member, the Poles were conquered for more 
than 100 years, yet they never became Ger- 
mans, or Russians, or even Austrians. They 
bided their time, until they eventually re- 
emerged as a free state. 

If post-war Europe realizes the question- 
able wisdom of seeking permanent peace 
through the destruction of a great and gifted 
people, what are the other alternatives? 

Well, you might try to restore the League 
of Nations, in a stronger form than before, 
perhaps with a real international police 
force. It would be a great gamble. It 
would require that nations yield up important 
parts of their zealously guarded sovereignty.

From the Washington Post, 


MONG lesser calamities of the second

First, Germany by 
herself, as one customs area, with n- 
gland, France and Poland, if they are in- 
telligent, seeing that she has access to 
needed raw materials. Second, a Central 
European and Balkan customs union: that 
is, Austria, Hungary, a revived Czecho-Slo- 
vakia, Rumania, Bulgaria, Yugoslavia and 
Greece, Remember Bismark’s phrase, that 
if the Austro-Hungarian Empire did not 
exist, it would be necessary to invent it. 
Well, this type of Central European-Balkan 
customs union would be the creation of an 
economic Austro-Hungarian Empire on a 
great scale. 

The hope would be that economic col- 
laboration of this area would lead to an 
increased prosperity of the countries in- 
volved, and that this prosperity would ulti- 
mately dull rampant political nationalism. 
The hope would be that Central and South- 
ern Europe would evolve into something so 
strong that if, in spite of everything, there 
should be a new challenge from Germany, 
it would be able to resist as Austria and 
Czecho-Slovakia were not able to resist. In- 
deed, the ideal would be that it would be- 
come sufficiently strong so that there would 
be no temptation to attack it; for weakness 
is apt to invite attack, whereas strength

Bushrod writes to Washington on 
Sept. 27, 1786, to say that “we have 
rately instituted a society in these 
lower counties (of Virginia) called 
the ‘Patriotic Society.’ " Its object, 
he explains, is “to inquire into the 
state of public affairs” and he goes 
on to say that the ‘society has just 
held a meeting previous to the 
meeting of the Virginia Assembly, 
eng that :‘t will hold another after 
the adjournment, 

“Our design,” says Bushrod, is 
>. instruct our delegates what they 
oucht to do,” and then “to inquire 
what they have done.” Bushrod 
asks Washington to give him his 
opinion. 

George Washington replied in a 
letter written from Mount Vernon 
and dated Sept. 30, 1786. He ex- 
plains that, while he has not had 
time to reach a “decided opinion,” 
vet, “generally speaking, I have 
seen as much evil as good result 
from such societies as you describe 
the constitution of yours to be; 


they are a kind of imperium in im-| 


perio, and as often clog as facili- 
tate public measures.” What Wash- 
ington calls an “imperium in im- 
perio” we now call a@ “pressure 
group.”

Washington distrusted them: 
“What certainty is .nere that socie- 
ties in a corner or a remote part of 
a State can possess that knowledge 
which is necessary for them to de- 
cide on many important questions 
which may come before an assem- 
bly?” 

He cites the confusion created in 
Massachusetts by similar societies 
and then says to Bushrod: “You 
may say no such matters are in con- 
templation by your society; grant- 
ed: a snowball gathers by rolling; 


possibly a line can be drawn be-| 


tween occasional meetings for spe- 
cial purposes, and a standing so- 
ciety to direct with local views 
and partial information the affairs 
of the nation, which cannot be well 
understood but by a large and com- 
parative view of circumstances. 
Where is this so likely to enter as

“What figure then must a dele- 
gate make who comes there with his 
hands tied and his judgment fore- 
stalled?

The outstanding fact about the 
Senate debate is that after a thor- 
ough hearing and examination of 
the case of the minority, the weight 
of “information and argument” 
against that case has been so over- 
whelming that there is no longer 
any doubt about what is the con- 
sidered judgment of the Senate. It 
is that the surest way to protect 
the peace and security of this coun- 
try is to replace the embargo on 
arms by an embargo on shipping in 
ihe war zones and an embargo on 
war credits.

‘give Americans a vested interest in 
ithe Allied cause. The conclusive 
answer is that at least 87 per cent 
of war supplies will be sold even if 
the embargo is retained, they have 
argued that when the cash runs out 
jthere will be a cry_#o extend credit, 
but if there is anything in this con- 
tention, the arms embargo is no 
'protection since it applies only to 
about 13 per cent of what the Allies 
‘may need to buy. 

They have argued that the Ameri- 


can people ought not to sell the in-| 


‘struments of “mass murder,” but 
‘Since they are willing to sell the 
steel to make guns, the cotton to 
‘make the explosives, the materials 
‘to make bombers, there is more 
‘sentimentality than righteousness 
in the argument. 

They have said that the bill must 
not be passed because the Nazis 
would dynamite American factories, 
but this has been met by the feel- 
ing, expressed by Senator Taft, that 
“we are not going to change our 
policies for fear that crimes will 
result in the United States,” and 
that, anyway, “we have an effective 
police force of our own.” 

All that really remains of the 
largument is Senator Vanderberg’s 
ithesis that the repeal of the arms 
‘embargo will be “a symbol” of our 


intention to intervene.

The answer to that is that the 
minority have tried to make it a 
symbol, and if any one regards it 
as a symbol, they have only them- 
selves to blame. It is indubitable 
that the majority are legislating for

PROGRAM TO IMPROVE." 


TRANING OF SURGEONS 


Three-Year System Outlined 
to Equip 500 or More Doc- 
tors a Year, 


PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 16 (AP), ° 
~—Plans to train 500 American sur- 
geons each year were announced 
by the American College of Sure 
geons today. 

The plan is a three-year system 
of super-training in surgery which 
it is hoped will ultimately increase 
the crop of completely trained new 
surgeons yearly to 600 or more and 
spread them into ihe rural districts 
as well as the cities. 

The college announced the names 
of 381 hospitals, including five in 


Canada, which have been approved 
for this kind of training. The move 
sets up an official medical standard 
in surgery, to replace voluntary 
training methods of the past which 
produced many surgical supermen 
but at the same time others who 
were not fully trained. 

Three years’ study of surgical 
training problems preceded today’s 
selection of the 381 institutions, 
This list is not fixed and it is ex 
pected to grow as the idea of bet- 
ter-trained surgeons spreads. 

One new principal of the trairing 
will be to broaden the _ surgical 
knowledge of men who specialize in 
restricted fields of surgery. 

The approved training hospitals 
include 153 Government institutions,

Accidents in factories, on con- 
giruction sites and in places of 
business resulted in death of 10,- 
£0 workmen. Railroad, air 
bus, and other “public” accidents 
eost 11,000 lives. Statistics for both 
classes also represented a drop of 
4 per cent from last year’s toll. 

Despite these reductions, the 
eouncil reported, the death total for 
all of accidents remained 
abeut same as last year be- 
eause of an increase in accidents 
in homes, the council said 21,600 
persons died from falls, burns and | 
other preventable accidents in their 
homes. 

The council reported safety cam- 
paigns had been very effective in 
cities where automobile fatalities 
dropped 7 per cent, as against only 
1 per cent in rural sections. Pe- 
destrian death rate dropped 9 per 
eent, as compared with 1 per cent 
for non-pedestrians.

In No- 
vember our winter birds,’ the 
brown creepers, kinglets and tree 
sparrows take their’ places on 
frozen sumac stalks and winter in

Year after year certain birds 
arrive at the ‘same orchard or the 


same backyard with a variance of 


only a few days by the calendar. 
The records of the St. Louis nature 
study groups show that our first 
robin arrives between Feb. 1 and 8; 


j}that the first week of March will 


find some meadowlarks while the 
bobolink will not put in an appear- 
ance until the last week in April. 
Often we have had to toss crumbs 
to robins, bluebirds and finches 
who arrived according to schedule 
only to become hapless victims of 
a “late spring,” which only goes 
to show they travel not by the 
thermometer but by their calendar. 


That they even arrived is a mys- 
tery. How can these birds who 
leave a point 1000 miles away 
come directly to their usual home? 
We know they do because of tabu- 
lations made according to the sys- 
tem of bird-banding now used. We 
have learned that they follow reg- 
ular courses referred to as “fly- 
ways.” Most unusual, however, is 
the fact that the same birds follow 
the same flyway year after year. 
It is very rare when a change oc- 
curs and this is usually over the 
period of a generation or two due 
to lack of water or food, scarcity 
of both which may usually be at- 
tributed to industry and agricul- 
ture. 


In the North American continent 
seven well traveled routes. 
First, that traveled by water birds 
in taking a very direct route from 
Nova Scotia to South America, 
which is a north and south route 
to the Lesser Antilles and north- 
ern South America, Second, the 
route taken by land birds hugging 
the coast of the Gulf of Mexico 
into Central America. Numbers 
three and four can be combined, 
taking the eastern and western 


August and September regularly. 
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sides respectively of Mexico, cross- 
ing Central America and into 
South America. Fifth, through 
Florida into Cuba, Porto Rico and 
thence into the Lesser Antilles 
and to South America. This is a 
very easily flown route but rarely 
used because of the scarcity of 
food. Sixth is the direct Florida- 
Cuba-South American route with 
very few stopovers and, seventh is 
the “main line” across the Gulf of 
Mexico to South America. Mil- 
lions of birds, large and small, 
water and land, fly this course de- 
spite the fact it means a five to 
seven hundred mile water flight. 
Through the United States proper 
there are four major flyways: 
the one following the Atlantic sea- 
board; that down the ‘Pacific 
coast; one staying over the plains 
just east of the Rocky Mountains 
and, the main flyway, following the 
central valleys and using the Mis- 
sissippi River as a guideline.

Migration is primarily a leisure- 
ly trip following definite routes 
not “as a crow flies” but in the 
general direction of north or south, 
according to the season, with many 
side trips to favorite feeding 
grounds. The average mileage cov- 
ered per day is between 30 and 40 
although birds so weak in appear- 
ance as the thumb-sized humming 
bird can make a 500-mile hop 
across the Gulf or part of an ocean 
with apparently little ill effect. In 
migratory flight the speeds of 
birds range from 20 to 37 miles 
per hour of the small perching 
birds to the range of from 44 to 59 
miles per hour of ducks and 
geese. 


Only the swiftest travel by day. 
That is why so few migrants have

been seen by casual observers until 
this time of the year. Self-preser- 
vation being utmost in the minds 
of all, instinct and experience has 
taught that night time travel is saf- 
est unless exceptionally fast or 
large enough to escape almost cer- 
tain death at the claws and beaks 
of fast gliding hawks. 

Because of this mysterious over- 
night disappearance of: certain 
birds many myths have arisen con- 
cerning migration. So erudite a 
man as Dr. Samuel Johnson sup- 
posed that English swallows spent 
the winter sleeping deep in the 
mud of the River Thames. Even 
today in certain rural sectors of 
Pennsylvania farmers insist that 
chimney swifts and sora rails hi- 
bernate in the mud of ponds and 
lakes; a logical explanation of the 
abrupt disappearance of chattering 
flocks. Until a short time ago 
this was a general ‘velief and it 
was only in 1892 that the first 
complete chart was made of these 
birds’ journeys into Mexico. 

Foremost among the theories ad- 
vanced on the causes of migration 
is that of seasonal changes in tem- 
perature. Facts bring out, how- 
ever, that birds come and go by 
the calendar and not by the ther- 
mometer. ‘The food supply is of

when the ice floes pushed the birds 
into the southland gnd since then 
they have made pérsistent efforts 
to return to the happy nesting 
grounds of their ancestors.

O answer the puzzlé of direc- 
rE tion, naturalists have presented 

at least three general theories. 
First, that some inexplicable sixth 
sense guides the birds; secondly, 
that they fly from one landmark 
to another by sight alone and, 
thirdly, that directional winds high 
in the atmosphere form airy guide- 
posts to direct them. 

Anything that is put down as “in- 
explicable” is not answerable and 
so we leave number one. The sec- 
ond can be refuted at least in part 
by the tiny humming bird which 


sets its course for 500 miles straight | 


across the Gulf of Mexico in a 
single flight. The Golden Plover 
wings its way from Nova Scotia to 
the Argentine, a distance of 2400 
miles and all out of sight of land. 

Number three theory can be at- 
tacked by the low-fliers such as the 
robins and jays who never reach 
high altitudes of consistent direc- 
tional winds and yet year after year 
return to the same gate post or old 
apple tree, 

In 1928 John T. Nichols of the 
American Museum of Natural His- 
tory in New York advanced the 
startling theory that birds fly. by 
“radio compass.” The idea is that 
they have a delicate organ which 
enables them to steer according to 
lines of magnetic force flowing 
around the earth just as an avia- 
tor sets his course by a radio beam. 

This theory is backed by the ac- 
tions of homing pigeons which 
when released circle several times 
to get the “feel” of the earth’s 
magnetic lines which run almost 
constant between the north and 
south magnetic poles. At Youngs- 
town, O., homing pigeons were re- 
leased near a radio station. When 
the power was off the birds circled 
as usual and all took off in the di- 
rection of their home lofts. When 
the power was on however the birds 
fluttered about for nearly half an 
hour before starting out in all dif- 
ferent directions. 

A year ago psychologist Dr. Wal- 
ter R. Miles of Yale University en- 
larged upon this theory, coming to 
the conclusion that the delicate 
sense organs spoken of were locat- 
ed in the eyes of the birds and that 
the eyes are charged with positive 
and negative electricity making 
them literally “living batteries.”

OR a long time I have been col- 
F tecting the accounts which pa- 
tients themselves have written 
of their own illnesses. Some are 
by the great masters of literature, 
such as Daudet’s “Souffrant,” the 
description of his own case of loco- 
motor ataxia. Some are by the 
great physicians of the world, such 
as Sylenham’s description of his 
own gout, and Leonard Mark’s de- 
scription of his own acromegaly. 

A recent addition to this litera- 
ture is a delightful essay in the At- 
lantic Monthly by Earnest E. Cal- 
kins called “Deaf But Not. Dumb.” 
It describes the difficulties, unimag- 
ined to us, which beset the deaf 
person in all of the most ordinary 
social contacts of life. 

The deaf are lonely, but how 
much more lonely than anyone else! 
The loneliest moment on earth is in 
a large city where you know no- 
body. You may be so lonely you 
can’t read, but you can-at least go 
to the movies. The deaf man can’t 
even do that, with pleasure. True, 
many movie houses are equipped so 
that certain seats have ear pieces 
connected with the sound track, 
which accommodate a certain pro- 
portion of the deaf. But Dr. Cal 
kins is one who is ‘too deaf for that. 

“But,” he writes, “I have my re- 
sources. Foreign language films 
are run with their original sound 
effects, but English titles are writ- 
ten on the picture. Thus I enjoy 
such films as Sacha Guitry’s ‘Story 
of a Cheat,’ and Von Stroheim’s 
‘Grand Illusion.’” Dramatizations 
of well known books can be fol- 
lowed, 

It is calculated that 6 per cent 
of the entire population is deaf. 
That 6 per cent has to make many 
difficult adjustments to meet the 
hearing world on its own ground. 
“But what,” asks Dr. Calkins, “of 
the other fifteen-sixteenths of so- 
ciety? Have they no obligation?” 

Here is a thought for all of us— 
not just because it is a duty, but 
because of our own comfort and 
interest. In conversing with a deaf 
friend the desirable thing is nat- 
ural enunciation. Loudness is not 
as necessary as distinctness, espe- 
cially for lip readers. Do not talk 
to your under-hearing friend with 
your back to the light. Show him 
things rather than read them to 
him, 

Particular torture attaches to go- 
ing out to dinner. The deaf man 
sits down at a dinner party and the 
man opposite tells a story. The 
wife tries to wigwag the point by 
lip reading, but he fails to get it be- 
cause the maid is taking away the 
soup, which he has barely tasted. 
He resolves to get his fish, but the 
hostess decides to tell him some- 
thing and he has to let the fish go 
to pay attention. So it goes. On 
the way home the wife says, “You 
didn't get anything. Why do you 
pretend to hear?” The deaf man 
explains he has to if he intends to 
eat anything. If it hadn’t been for 
people trying to tell him things he 


could have made a good meal.
